1.'").— The Tribune 
this iiiorinng says: "The Jewish Morn 
ing Journal will print today the follow- 
ing from its Warsaw (Uussia), corre- 
spondent: On Sunday, July 31, in the 
i-iiy of Ostrowitz, government of Ko- 
douip, a Jew was quarrelling with a 
gentile. The hitter, who was an epil- 
eptic, fell during the encounter as a 
result of one of his epileptic fits. The 
Clirislitiii bystanders, however, raised 
tlie (-ry that tlie .lew had nuirdereii their 
ciimrade. In a shm-t time all the Christ- 
ian inliabitants of the town turned out 
aud in-occeded to avenge the alleged 
cl-inie. The riot that ensued resolved 
ilsidf into an awful iiiassjicre of Jews, 
of whom liO were killed and a great 
number \\-ere wounded. The massacre 
lasted all day. 

Another massacre occurred on Satur- 
day, July ao, iu the town of Potseveh, 
government of Sedlitz, in the following 
iiianuer: A clerg.vman induced a small 
Hebrew girl to lunbrace the Christian 
faitli. The parents of the girl went to 
llie church where their daughter was 
couliriiied, acioiiipanied by some of 
their .lewisli friends, and iloinanded her 
release on the ground that the court 
decided that the girl was under ai;u 
ami eiMihl not ai-i independently n\ 
such matters, and that consequently her 
parents had the right to interfere with 
her action. The clergyman, seeing that 
the Jews were determined to use force 
if necessary, called the mayor to hia 
I aid. The two incited the populace 
••igaiust the Jews aud a fierce riot en- 
1 sued. .More than 100 Jews were severe- 
{ ly wouniled. The nuiiVn' of .jjead is 
] iiukiiowu because the police withliold 
the facts.

Tokio, Aug. l.-).— Russia is no longer 
a factor on the sea. The aniiHiilation 
of 'her erstwhile formidable Port Arthur 
lleet has been followed by the criiipliiig 
of her only other effective division, the 
Siberi.-in siiuadron y\-liicli lor live months 
has terrori/..-d .sbijipiug in the Sea of 
.lapaii and in the I'aciiic ocean. 

Iu an effort .to effect u junction with 
liie Port A:rt'htu- fleet, which he had or- 
dered to make a dasli for- the open sea, 
.\dniiral Ski-ydlolf put 10 sea early last 
week Hilh his three crack shSpS, -^vliicll 
had lime ,-iiid again emerged from tho 
net set by the Japanese. 

He is now retreating as fast as his 
remaining cripiilcd ships can carry li ni 
[lack to his northerly refuge, after iiav- 
iiig tesleil strength witili the second Jap- 
anese naval squadron under tlie eom- 
luand of Vice Admiral Kamimura. 

One of Ills vessels, the crack armored 
cruiser Uurik, of 11,000 tons, is ut the 
bottom of vha sea, and tho other- two, 
the Urombor aud tho Rcssia, are bhdly 
crippled, and it Is believed here have 
lost fully half of tlieir complement of 
men, and in the face of the victory, Ad- 
mliial- Kamimura reports to tho naval 
department that Ills "loss is sliglit." 

Sunday -was a day of great anxiety in 
Tokio. Larly in the morning it became 
know-ii about the streets tiliat important 
events w-ere developing. Soon afterward 
a bulletin -ivas posted outside <if the 
war olllce for the benefit of the iiews- 
niipcr correspondents liore that a. -wire- 
less despatch to the admiralty from llie 
protccleU cruif-er -rakashiki stated that 
Qt last tIio Russian Vladivostock licet 
had been trapped and that the oft-antiei- 
pated iiiivai battle was in full progress. 

For hours this was al! tlie iiiforma'-f 
timi tlmt could be secured. High ollicials 
of the government, -prei-e seen time and 
again, buf always^ returned .the sumo 
answer: "We have' no information re- 
garding the outcome." Neitlier .-\yonid 
they vouclisafe any facts as to the Jap- 
anese ships engaged or their numbers. 

For a long time it was generally be- 
lieved that Admiral Togo had followed 
up his earlier success ofC Port Artlmr, 
and with his strong sipiadron of ar- 
iinor-dads had trapped the Russians. 
This report was not r-redited. .owing to 
the stalement on Friday last that tho 
admiral bad sailed southward on "se- 
rious business." 

.V council was held Sunday evening, 
which lasted for some time. Shortly 
'after it was ended one of 'the mcinlxM's 
of the stalT stated that further news of 
the fighting <'Ould soon be expected. A 
few niiautes later it was annoum-ed that 
<i sweepinfe victorj*; over the Russian Si- 
berian fleet had been gained by the Jap- 
anese second lleet, a under the immediate 
(ommaiid of Admiral Koihimum, and 
that ii brief statement '.would . soon biB 
made public. -s 

Shortly afterward this was done, but ' 
it gave no details of the fighting, simply 
saying: 

"We encountered tihe enemy's Vladi- 
vostock fioet at o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing north of Tsucliima. We inimedinte- 
ly engaged, the conllict which followed 
lasting live iliours. at the (-ouclnsion of 
wliicli Ihe enemy lied northward. The 
eiKMiiy's armored <-rui.<er Kuril; was s.iuk 
by our fire, carrying down w ith her most 
of iher crew. Our damage is slight.' Will 
report casiialites later." 

While this report was meager, it satis- 
fied the oillcials. who declnre<l tlint the 
<''M-.i,oi Mild Rossi'u, the two remain- 
ing vessels of the VIndivostock fleet, 
must be so badly battered thot -ttiey will 
bo compelled tb remain in port for some 
Hi me to com^.

Waslviiigton, .\iig. — Tlie Japiines(! 
legation today received a despatch from 
the ftu-eigii olllee at Tokio saying that 
Admiral Kaniiiiiiiva reports lhat at 
dawn on August 1-ltli his sipiadroii dis- 
covered the three vessids of the \'hidi- 
vostock squadron off Ulsaii, soutlieni 
i:oast (if Korea, steaming southward. 
'I'he Uussian vessels, on sighting tlio 
Japanee siiuadron, alteinpled to escape 
iiorthwnrd, but were iirevcntod and 
ligliting commenced at 0:2;>. All tho 
enemy's ships caught fire several times 
liy reason of the Japanese shells, and 
apiiarently suffered heavily, especially 
the Rurik. Eventually the Russians 
lied, at full speed northward, leaving be- 
liind tho Rnrlk, which afterv.arfls sank. 
Tliereupon the .Tapanese -siiuadron Ik;- 
giin the rescue of the drowning Rus- 
sians and picked up six hundred. 



Montreal, Aug. 15.— It is expected 
here that the iillau line will icstablish 
a Pacific ocean service upon the com- 
pletion of the Grand TrunW Pacific 
railway.

TIk! liai inony oC <?onfedoration depends 
mainly on tlie j;(iod fuitli displayed l)y 
till' Dominion rarliamoni: in ol)S('rviii;,' 
flic conventional line which separates its 
jurisiiii.'tion from that of the Provincial 
I'arlianionts. 'Phere lias been miidh .'rri- 
■tation <.'ansed in the past by the ciisy- 
goiiiK facility or uraspiiif; aj^KrcssivciU'SS 
with which tho Imv-inakinfr powers at 
Ottawa liave assumed to deal with ques- 
tions subsequently atUrnu'd by oourls iil' 
competent jurisdiction to be within the 
exclusive purview of Provincial Le.^isla- 
tures. On the whole, tho line of vic- 
\tory in. 'these contestations lias beeu 
■with the Provinces, until local aiituiiomy 
ilias bcconie fairly assured. Hcceiit 
ovcjils, liowevcr, f;o to show that '■eter- 
nal vi-ihnire is the price of liberty" for 
the Province lis it is for the individual 
citi/.cii. Liist year a serious inroad on 
■Provincial jurisdiction was effecieil 
'wlien tiie Dominion I'arliamcnt under- 
took to (cnint an electric railway <'har- 
■ti'i- under wliicli tlie Ontario i>ei,'isla- 
t lire's <'Outrol over roa<ls it liad itself 
iiicoriiorat<'(l would have lieen swpot 
iuvay. .After ii strenuous contest which 
sliqiild not have heen necessary tlie dan- 
ger was only partially averted, and yel 
a similar attempt is now in progress at 
Ottawa. . , 

It would b«'qi!iite in accord with the 
feelings and wisflies of the vast mnjoi-- 
ity of Cnnndinns if the Dominion (iov- 
crnment and Parliament, prior to enter- 
taining projects or considering proposals 
of doubtful validity, would take the I'ro- 
vincial authorities into conference witli 
n view to settling questions of jurisdic- 
tion beforcluuiil instead of forcing cnn- 
stitntional litigation afterwards. I^ct 
thi fislenil theory of our constitution be 
frankly accepted and Iionestlv lived up 
to on all sides, it is an admirable com- 
promise, whi<di has survived tlie iuiti.T) 
perils, and contains the "iiromise and 
poteucy". of a long and creditable oareer 
for oiir. common countrv. 



PUOVIDE.S A PRECEDENT. . 

■ When the Provincial Government 
approached the Dominion Government 
on .several occasions with a view to 
obtaining assistance to the Westmin- 
ster bridge over the Praser River, it 
was met with tho objection that for 
tho Dominion Government to give a 
subsidy direct to an undertaking of a 
imrely Provincial character would form 
u bad precedent and would open tho 
<loor to numerous similar requests. For 
that renson, it was stated, the Domin- 
ion Government had set its face against 
all such subsidies. When it was point- 
<'d out that a niiinber of bridges, over 
navigable rivers, in various parts of 
Canada had been assisted to at least 
fifteen per cent, of their cost, and in 
.■^ome cases in a mticli larger aiiiouni. 
tli(! reply was that tliese wore bridges 
biiili by private companies, to which 
the objection did not apply. We Jiave 
already discussed at length tho princi- 
I'li' involved and have shown to what 
extent the Provinces have been asslst- 
< d 111 a private way in respect to bridge 
liiiililiiii'. 

Willi these facts in view we are very 
niiieh r<iiri,ri.siMl in lii,)|.;iii- „vcr tiUe 
'Supplenieiitary iOstiiiiatcs, jiisi to IkhhI, 
to Und the following item under the 
head of "Harbors and Rivers" in Noav 
Brunswick, "River St. John and tribu- 
taries, to provide for contributions to 
local Government, not to cvceed one- 
lialt the first cost o£ wharves built by 
thein in tidal waters, .'KJ.OOO." Ol 
course, that amount is only five thou- 
t;aiid dollars, but the principle is the' 
sami'. The ilisi iiiction to be obsorv- 
<'d, liii\\-ever, in (he ease of the bridge 
o\i'i ilie l''iaser at New \\'cstmiiislcr, 
aiiil I hill Jiisl rererred to, it tliat the 
approiiriatioii is for the Province of 
.\e^^■ Uniiisttick. Tliis, in the eyes of 
llie Doiiiiiiiiiii Government, is probably 
^;lllli(■il■|]t jiisiilication for the diserim- 
iiiaiioii. 'rii'jre is certainly no other 
gioiiiiil iiiioii which it can be based.

Tliu custom of tho Dominion Govern- 
uieiit of taking over, building and re-] 
jiaiiiug wharves on the St. Lawrence' 
Kivcr is an old one, and as a matter of 
fact the banks of that river, as far as 
it Is navigable, are lined with sueli 
fitructurcK, wliicli in tho majority of 



instances, as Is well known, are prac- 
tically for tho accommodation of pri- 
vate parties who bring pressure to bear 
uiiou the Government to build and main- 
tain them. It is well known, in Quebec 
especially, that the ro-election of a 
number of Parliament very often de- 
pends upon liis power to obtain appro- 
luiatioiis from the Government for such 
purposes. 

An exiuiiinntion of the Supplemen- 
tary Estimates discloses to what extent 
tho prlnciplo is carried out and how 
grossly the public treasury is exploited 
to keep the Government in power. Un- 
der the head of Public. Works for Har-

' It was established some time ago that 
the great body of gold-benring rock on 
Douglas island is not an isolated in- 
stance of valuable deposits in South- 
eastern Alaska, says the Seattle Post- 
Intelligeueer. Some intelligent prospect- 
ing anil the investment of capital, pro- 
perly applied, have been the only fac- 
tors wanting. 

\\'ell-known mining men and some of 
the most intelligent members of the geo- 
logical survey agree tha; Southeastern 
Alaska, in the region around Juneau, is 
destined to produce many times as much 
gold as it produce's ■ now, and that the 
famous Alaska Treadwell mine can be 
duplicated, probably, in several places. 
The development would have taken 
place earlier, but the rush to placer 
gold districts in other parts of Alaska 
and in the Klondike interrened, and the 
(luartz deposits of the Alaska panhandle j 
have had to wait. 

A detailed examination of the Juneau ! 
gold belt was made last summer by Ar- 
thur S. Spencer, of the geological sur- 
vey. He was accompanied by Charles 
W. Wright, and the result of their ob- 
servations is about to bo published by 
the government. 

The Juneau gold belt resembles the 
gold belt of California in several ways. 
The various rocks that occur in this 
part of Southeastern Alaska are simi- 
lar in character and partly equivalent 
in age to those forming the country rock 
.of tho mother lode district, and there is 
also ia definite linear distribution of some 
of the gold-bearing veins parallel with 
the general strike of the bedrock forma- 
tions; As ' in the California gold belt, 
however, there are many independent 
deposits lying outside the main complex 
of lodes. , : ,1 I I <»' 

l'i-(is|ioctiiig has been in progress in 
different parts of this belt ^ince 1870, 
but the main incentive to vigorous ex- 
ploration came witli the discovery of the 
(Iiijii ciook plainer and the founding ol 
Juneau iu ISSO. The lirst mine to bo 
jiiii upiiii a priiductive basis was the 
Alaska-Troadwell, "on Douglas island, 
abiiiii two miles southwest Of Juneau. 
This property was opened in 1881, and 
it continued to grow in importance for 
several years, so that by 1889 it had 
reached practically its present rating 
as one of the great mines of the world. 

The discovery of the Klondike, how- 
over in 189(5, gave a great impetus to 
jiriispocting ill the interior of British 
Ciiliiniliia tiiiil Alaska, and caused llu- 
miiK-!-'!l r",'.:;!"!! triliiUMi-y to .Inncati to 
li.'

L").-~.-\t the bottom 
of Sciuali slough, alxnit IlOU yards from 
Lake Washington, the body of George 
1'. Cliff was found shortly after 10 
o'clock yesterday morning. Searchers 
had been at work in the slough since the 
break of day. First the coat of the 
dead man was found, then tho canvas 
canoe in which had last been seen, 
and Jiually the dead body. 

There were no bruises on the corpse, 
but from his position it was evident that 
he bad made a struggle. The hands 
were clenched. The thumb of the right 
liitnd was donclu'd between the second 
and tliird liiiger.s. When taken from 
ilie water blood llowed freely from liis 
nidutli and nose. 

The body had been caught by a threc- 
toiiged grappling hook, which had been 
used by the searchers lo drag the bot- 
tom of the sloiig-b. At the lime a half- 
dozen boats containing nearly 100 men. 
wore working at' po^ints in the sldugh tip 
its far as Swainp ereek. 
■ Various theories are advanced con- 
cerning the way iu wlrich the supcrin- 
Itendent met liis fate. Some believe ]ie 
' cikijsized while rowing in the open 
slough. Others think that he struck a 
1 simg. and the canoe lilloil and went 
'down. The tlu^iry now believed is that 
he capsizoil while atloiiiptiiig lo lak(> his 
boat over a biioni of logs wlii<-li was 
'near the niiiutli of the slomrli, and wliiidi 
I obstructed the eliaiiiiel. To have gaineil 
the lake .Mr. C-lilT had either to iiole iiis 
I boat, around these logs or (b'ag it over 
them. He was not a swimmer, ami those 
j who were in tho search from Ilie time 
, lie w.'is reported missing believe that lie 
fell into tlio slough while getting otit ot 
the boat as lie encountered the log.s. 

Several lioles had been torn in the liot- 
tom of the boat, and it is possible that 
he stuck his feet through the bottom of 
the canvas, lost his balance and sank 
with it. 

This theory is the one generally be- 
lieved, as the boat was found under the 
boom of logs when a small steamer 
towed it aivjiy yesteniay iiiiiriiiiig. As 
tho logs were toweil om of the slough 
the canoe was released from its posi- 
tion under them and it .s'liot to the .sur- 
face. The body was I'onnd farther 
down the stream a short time later.
